An unfortunate accident, resulting in 


he breaking of all the balance b6bjSn 
he shaft, occurred at the Union shaft 
at 11 o'clock last night. The, new 
jumping machinery was being tested, 
ind men were stationed at the 'balahce 
jobs in the shaft to ir.crnnse j>r decrease 
the ballast in~ the weight-boxes lw ne- 
cessity required. 


There are kix balance bobs in the 


shaft, the first one 250 feet below the 
surface, and the others following down 
;he shaft at intervals of 250 to 300 fett. 
The weight in the«e bobs averages about 
25 tons each, The bobs are of cnst 
iron, with stringers or braces of wrought 
iron. Of course it cannot be positively 
ascertained which bob or -nhat part first 
gave way, but it is supposed that the 
wrought iron brace of the uppermost 
bob was the first to go. This left the 
casting to sustain the weight of thirty 
Jons, which wta more than it could do, 
ind the "nose" of the bob was snapped 
abort off. The bob next below snapped 
at once under the additional thirty tons 
of rod,' and then crash they all went, 
one after another. The engine was 
stopped at the end of the stroke, and no 
damage was done to the machinery. 


THE DAMAGE AND DKJ.AY. 


Superintendent Pattou waa found by 


a Chronicle reporter this afternoon. He 
said the cost of repairing the damage 
will amount to more than $3,000, and 
the only delay will be the loss of two 
weeks' time in starting the big pumps. 
The only repairs necessary will be the 
casting of six new nose pieces. 


The water will be handled by tbe 


donkey pumps the same as heretofore, 
and all works in the Union Con. and 
Sieira Nevada mines will be continued 
as usual. 


The engine had made but six revolu- 


tions at the time of the accident, and 
was at the end of the top stroke when 
it happened. The weight boxes were 
down near their landing places, anil bad 
only about'six inches to fall, conse- 
quently no damage was done in that 
way. The pump-rod weighs 350,000 
pounds, and when the bobs below gave 
way this entire weight WAS thrown upon 
the engine and the connecting beam. 
The engine was immediately stopped, 
and the rod hangs suspended in the 
shaft. It will so hang until the new 
nose pieces are ready for the bobs. 


Mr. Patton says he could hardly ex- 


pect such good fortune as to start up 
heavy machinery like that at the Union 
without some kind of an accident. He 
does not regard last night's accident as 
a very grtwt calamity, as it will result in 
no delay in any developments of the 
north end mines.

Certain Oa^HCH of Them Declared 


Void by tlic Supreme Court. 


[Go'd Hill News, Id J 


The Supreme Court nf Nevada has 


rendered a decision in regard to mort- 
gages which is of the utmost importance 
to the taxpayers, especially in Storey 
county, where it is well knuwn that cer- 
tnin capitalists are accustomed to loan 
mon.>y and take security in some other 
party's name in order to avoid paying 
taxes on their capital. 


The caso in which the decision above 


referied to was rendered is that of L.P. 
Drexler vs. Tyrrell & Reese, to foreclose 
a mortgage of $10,000 on the Unicn 
Iron Works, which mortgage was taktu 
in the name of J. H. Latham and subse- 
quently assigned to Drexler by Mrs. 
Latham after the death of her husband; 
consideration expiessed, $1. 


Ou trial of the case the defence set 


nj) that Lc\tbiim was not thy mortgagee, 
but that DfCiler was the real party in 
inttiest; that the mortgage had been 
executed in favor of Latham, :i non- 
ie-,ident, in order to defruud the Stcte 
revenue by avoiding the payment of the 
tax on mortgages, and that therefore 
the mortgages weie invalid. 


The Distiict Court held that the de- 


fence was not good, that tlie mortgage 
WAR valid, and gave judgment for plain- 
tiff for the entire amount claimed and 
for $500 attorneys' fees. 


In the menntime Tyrrell & Reese sold 


the property to the Bank of Calif oinia, 
and it, was in the interest of that insti- 
tution that the validity of the mortgage 
was contested. Under direction of the 
Uouit the Sheriff sold the property, the 
Bank of California being the purchaser. 


The Supreme Court has reversed ibis 


judgment. It is decided that while a 
personal judgment against Tyrrell & 
Beese for the amount is valid, that tbe 
mortgage, being fraudulent, is not a 
valid lien upon the property. This 
awards the property to the Bank of Cal- 
ifornia, free from the mortgage, and the 
Bank will recover from Dr»xler the 
amount paid by it for tbe property at 
Sheriff's sole; also the $500 attorneys' 
teen. Drexler will have to look to Tyr- 
rell & Reese for the money now due to 
him. 
' There are in the hands of another 
party in Virginia at the present time, as 
shown by the records, not less than 
$80,000 of mortgages taken in the same 
way, and under this decision they are 
not valid. Then California is also suf- 
fering similarly with Nevada from such 
transactions. It is turn and turn about, 
and while this Virginian is loaning 
money here in the name of a San Fran- 
ciscan, the San Franciscan is loaning 
money below in the name of the Vir- 
ginian, and thus both States are de- 


{ fnaidcd of legal revenue.
